MORRISON'S TARIFF BILL. 


The Long-Heralded Revision Meas- 
ure Launched at the House 
Yesterday. 


A General Feeling of Opposition at Once 
Developed Among Protectionist 
Members. 


What the Bill Proposes in the Way of 
Lessening Duties Average Reduc- 


WasHtnaton, D. C., Feb. 4.—ISpeclal.]— 
Chairman Morrison cased his mind of a great 
burden today. As soon as the Tariff bill offered 
by him had been read and referred to his com- 
mittee his countenance brightened visibly and 
he talked freely about the measure. Arrange-

One of them 
characterizes it as follows, and this statement 
may be taken as an indication of the character 
of the opposition that will be waged: “It 
should be called a bill to destroy the salt indus- 
try of the United States, to wipe out 
the American pottery industry, to de- 
molish important manufactories of glass, to 
destroy the lead and copper mining industries, » 
to reduce the wages of coaliminers and iron- 
miners, as well as the wages of operatives in 
cotton and woolen mills, in furnaces and zoll 
ing-mills, and in nearly every other bra of 
iron and steele manufacture; to oppress the 
rice-growers of South Carolina and Georgia, to 
depress the wages of laborers on the sugar 
plantations and in the sugar mills of Louisiana, 
and to eliminate wool-growing from the list of 
productive industries of the United States. 
This is sample of the line of at- 
tack that 1 be made. It indicates that 
the protection forces are in line. They propose 
to feht the bill in every schedule. If e shall 
come up for consideration in the House it is 
evident the debates of the last will be 
revived. 


BASIS OF COMPARISON. 

Col. Morrison makes his comparisons largely 
on the basis of the Morrill tariff of 1861. He 
says he does not for the present propose to 
go below the Morrill tariff rate except upon 
a few articles.

ANOTHER FIGHT ON THE SCOTT LAW. 
CotumsBus, O., Feb. 2.—There was another 
fight in the House today on the Scott law, in 
which the Republicans were again worsted.

The spinners make an appeal to the weavers not 
to work with knobstickers,“ and say this strike 
was only resorted to in the hope of warding off 
industrial slavery and preventing cotton oper- 
atives from being lowered to a level with the 
Chinese. Selfish, unscrupulous men, having 
forced their way to the head of the corpora- 
tions, have perverted trade from its legitimate 
channel repeatedly reduced wages.

THE IRISH OPPOSITION. 


Preliminary Conference of the Parnellites 
do Discuss Parliamentary Plans. 
Feb. 4.—{Special Cable. prelim- 

inary conference of members ot 3 ů—ů— 


Hamentary party was held in this city today, 
the object being to formulate a policy for the 


session to be submitted to a general meeting of 


the representatives ot the league at their rooms 


in King street, Westminster, tomorrow. There 


were over twenty members of Parliament pres- 
ent, and Mr. E. D. Gray, representative of Car- 
low County, presided. The proceedings were 
held in secret session, but enough has trans- 
pired to indicate the general program of the 
Irish Opposition. A long and interesting dis- 
cussion took place on the proposed Reform bill 
of the Government, some members regarding 
the measure as wholly deceptive in its scope 
and tendency, even as tar as Great Britain was 
concerned, while it wus held that, including 
Ireland in the change, would, according to the 
present anticipations of the measure, be a 
questionable benefit indeed. In the name 
of enfranchisement, the bill aimed at disfran- 
chisement; and instead of according any new 
privileges to the residents of boroughs, the ef- 
fect would be to wipe several borough constitu- 


encies out of existence—that is, if the redistribu- . 


tion of seats were to be an accompanying 
measure to the Franchise bill. This view of 
the prospect gave surprise to several members 
present. The Chairman explained that it was 
a pet project of successive British Govern- 
ments to abolish the small boroughs like Ennis, 
Mallow, Youghal, and others, the result of 
which would be to reduce the Trish represen- 
tation by ten—namely: from 103 to n - 
three. A member asked if the reduction w 

not amount to twelve. 

The Chairman—No; Ireland by the act of 
union was entitled to 105 members; but the 
disfranchisement of the Boroughs of Cashel and 
Sligo for corrupt practices brought down the 
number to 103. 

Another member suggested that the object 
of redistribution might not be to decrease the 
number of representatives, but to group with 
existing boroughs some of the unrepresented 
towns in the same countias. The Chair- 


romulgation speech; 
o was under the impression, however, that the 
enfranchisement would be pushed through in 
the first instance without embarrassing the 
progress with the complex ingredients of a 


redistribution project. After a prolonged dis- 
cussion it was decided to watch the progress of 
the bill, in principle and detail, with 


earnest care and caution and to guard against 
any attempt at exceptional legislation. Several 
members present expressed the opinion that 
they were making too much of this Reform bill 
question; it was pinning their faith 
too much on the now exploded idea of 
Parliamentary amelioration, and, at any rate, 
from a present estimate of the constituencies, 
and, judging by late resultsat by-elections, 
the Irish party would come out ofa general 
election with material accessions of strength. 
The preservation of “the balance of power” 
on divisions outlined the policy agreed npon. 

On the question of municipal reform for the 
City of London, the conference decided on op- 
position to the measure unless like protection 
and privileges were given te the City of Dublin. 
In reference to this particular meas- 
ure, the opinion was hazarded that the 
Government in the coming session would not 
be able to take up the London bill. The prob- 
able action of the House of Lords should the 
Retorm bill pass the Commons was discussed; 
and, looking to the action of the Upper 
Chamber on the Disturbance bill, 
the bill, and other meas- 
ures, it was prophesied that the hereditary 
legislators would mutilate or altogether destroy 
any provision beneficial to Ireland. Mr. John 
E. Redmond, M. P. for New Ross (now in Amer- 
ica), and Mr. Shiel, M. P. for Meath, were ap- 
pointed “‘whips’’ of the Irish National party. 
After the reading of the Queen's speech tomor-

CONFLAGRATIONS. 


AB at Englewood. 

ENGLEWOOD, III., Feb. 4.— [Special.] The P. 
C. Hanford Oll- Works, located south of Sixty- 
third street, on a line with Calumet avenue, 
caught fire about 10 o’clock this evening from 
the engineer's lantern as he was passing 
through the works, and were almost entirely 
consumed. The works consisted of two large 
storehouses and six large tanks.. Two of the 
tanks contained about 1,000 barrels of oil, but 
the rest were empty. They were isolated from 
the works to the east and escaped the ftre. 
One of the warerooms contained 400 barrels 
of ofl, and there were about 5,000 empty 
barrels in and around the building, most of 
which were burned. The departments of Lake 
and Hyde Park arrived after the fire had 
gained considerable headway, but could do 
little, as the nearest water-plug was located at 
the corner of State and Sixty-third streets. A 
single stream was finally commenced through

MONOPOLY IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

It is stated in the dispatches from Wash- 
ington that Huntington will not attempt to 
oppose the passage of the Texas Pacific For- 
feiture bill in the Senate. ‘‘ He relies,” it is 
said, on the courts.” This agrees with 
what we have heard before from him of his 
intention to keep the land in question out of 
the hands of settlers for twenty years by liti- 
gation, with a confident expectation that at 
the end of this law-fight the Supreme Court 
will decide that the land is and has always 

We shall not attempt to conceal the faet 
that we look on this appeal to the Supreme 
Court with apprehension. There is unfortu- 
nately too much in the record of the decisions 
of that tribunal of late years to justify the 
confidence of Huntington and the lack of it 
on the part of the people whom he is en- 
deavoring to deprive of 15,000,000 of acres 
of Southwestern grazing land.

They have always been 
uniform in one respect. The court has taken 
the side of the railroad syndicates against the 
settlers and the people. There has of late 
years been no exception before that tribunal 
in favor of the people against the corpora- 
tions that we are able to recall. ) 

The land-grant roads hold 100,000,000 
acres of public lands in the Western States 
on which they refuse to pay any taxes. Suits 
were brouglit and carried to the Supreme 
Court to force these wealthy landholders, in- 
cluding Huntington, to pay their share of the 
expenses of the State Governments which 
were protecting their property and were 
building up civilized communities around 
them to their great profit. The Supreme 
Court decided that the roads could not be 
forced to pay taxes, because they had not yet 
obtained an absolute title to the lands. The 
corporations are compelled by the laws to re- 
fund to the United States the cost of making 
the surveys; until they do so they are not 
given their title by the United States, and 
until they receive this they have not a per- 
fect ownership. The reasoning seems good. 
But, strange to say, the same court has held 
that a private individual, even tho he has 
not received his title, must still pay taxes. 
The corporation has an immunity that is not 
given to the individual. | : 

But this is only half the story of the 
strange partiality of the Supreme Court, 
some of whose members ride in special cars 
and are dined and wined by the great men 
who constitute these powerful corporations, 
for their interests as against those of the 
humbler applicants for justice. In order to 
prevent a perpetual monopoly of the lands 
granted these companies Congress enacted in 
their charters that any of the lands not sold 
or disposed of after the road had been com- 
pleted for three years should be open to the 
people for pre-emption and settlement at the 
regular price of $1.25 an acre, all of the 
money thus received to be paid over to the 
railroads. It was in part to protect this 
sacred right of reversion to the people that 
the Supreme Court ostensibly declined to al- 
low the lands to be taxed. If they could be 
taxed they could be sold for taxes, and if 
they could be sold for taxes the rights of the 
Government to reimbursement for the trifling 
cost of surveys and the rights of the people 
to reénter the lands could be lost. Such was 
thie alleged reason for defeating the purpose 
of the law. | 

The three years’ limit fixed by the charter 
passed away, only a small part of the lands 
were sold, and several thousands of home- 
seekers settled on it. They believed that the 
Government meant what it sajd in its act 
when it gave them the right to enter on the 
unsold lands, and that the Supreme Court, 
the highest seat of justice in the land, sup- 
posed to know no difference between the poor | 
and the rich, the strong and the weak, had 
spoken the law when it pleaded this popular 
right of settlement after three years as one of 
the reasons why the lands.should not be taxed 
by the States. Again the railroads went to 
the Supreme Court, as Huntington now says 
he shall do. This time, on precisely the same 
facts on which the Supreme Court had pre- 
viously decided that the railroads did not own 
these lands, it held that they did own them, 
and that the settlers were trespassers and 
must abandon their homes and farms. 

The lands which the charters of the Union 
Pacific and Central Pacific permitted the peo- 
ple to settle on after the roads had been com- 
pleted three years were lands not sold or 
disposed of.” The same Supreme Court 
which had a little while before protected the 


that they had no title to the land now hast- 
ened to protect them from the honest settler 
on the ground that they had a title. Hunt- 
ington & Co. had issued a mortgage on the 
security of these lands; hence, declared the 
Supreme Court, they are disposed of,” and 
you farmers must go. There is no worse 
chapter than this in the infamous records of 
Irish evictions, 
Thus the same question was decided two 
ways by the Supreme Court, and yet the two 
ways were but one way, for both decisions 
were for monopoly and against the peo- 
ple. When the State wanted to tax the rall- 
road lands the Supreme Court came to their 
rescue with a decision that they did not own 
the lands. When the people, in accordance 
with the rights reserved to them under the 
deed of gift, settled on the unsold lands the 
Supreme Court again came to the relief of 
the syndicates with a decision that the latter 
did own the lands, for not even a Supreme 
Court would hold, we suppose, that they 
could have mortgaged what they did not own. 
The question whether the subsidized roads 
had a title to these lands was evidently with 
the Supreme Court entirely a question what 
the title was wanted for. If to enable the 
States to make Huntington, Dillon & Co. pay 
taxes like other propertyholders, then it held 
that they had no title. If it was wanted to 
enable séttlers to exercise their rights of

title and could eject the settlers. Their title 
was good enough to mortgage, but it has 
never yet been good enough for the Supreme 
Court to let them be taxed like other people. 
This chapter of history, all the details of 
which may be found in a report made to Con- 
gress by the Senate Committee on Public 
Lands, will explain why Huntington & Co. 
look forward with such, tranquillity to their 
appeal to the Supreme Court. They have 
been there before, and they have found ita 
sure refuge against the rights of the people. 


TROUBLE IN THE CIVIL SERVICE. 

The Civil-Service Commission is in trouble. 
So is the Navy Department. As the Set- 
retary of the latter is not overconfident of the 
result should he bring on an engagement be- 
tween his vessels and the Civil-Service Com- 
mission he has confined himself to a war of 
words. As the navy could neither pass mus- 
ter under the rules of the commission nor 
under an inspection of any kind, the Sec- 
retary is evidently wise in not risking his old 
hulls and in positively affirming that the 
navy is not at war with the examination- 
tables. His belligerence does not go beyond 
wordy complaint, and to this extent the facts 
in the case show that he is justified. 

It appears that some time since there were 
two vacancies in his department, one a $900 
clerkship and the other a $1,200 one. He 
applied, as usual, to the intelligence office of 
the commission for suitable clerks. They 
sent him four trom Massachusetts. Two of 
them were women, the commission evidently 
laboring under the impression that, as all the 
Secretary’s vessels are feminine, he would 
like to have women to help look after them, 
but the Secretary ungallantly declined to ap- 
point them, inasmuch as they would be in 
the same room with four men, evidently hav- 
ing in mind the Scriptural warning that there 
will come a time when women will lay hold 
of men. Of the other two applicants one 
was a deaf man, which of course unfitted him 
for either post. A blind man or adumb 
man, possibly a dead man, might be suffi- 
ciently lively to fill the bill, but of what 
use would a deaf man be, since the principal 
duties in the department are to listen to com- 
plaints ? The fourth was a barber, and: of 
him the Secretary made complaint on gener- 
al principles. A barber is too friendly, too 
familiar, too fond of gossiping, too talky. If 
the barber had been employed his first im- 
pulse would have been whenever a visitor 
entered to seat him in a chair, put a towel 
round his neck, talk him to death, and then 
vigorously shout for the next. Besides, if he 
set the precedent of admitting a barber, what 
consistent excuse could he offer for declining 
the esumable and patriotic services of the 
manicurist, or the chiropodist, or the mag- 
netic rubber? The Secretary declined the 
services of the variegated quartet and asked 
for a second batch. , 

The second batch came. This tinfe they 
were all from Virginia, and not one of the 
four representatives of the first families could 
write so that it could be read or could spell 
correctly. In the case of one of them he 
found that when he was required in the

hardship ought not to be cruelly emphasized 
| by giving him for assistants human beings 
equally in need of repair and tinkering. 
Meanwhile the despair of the situation is, 
that the whole eight of these curiosities 
passed the civil-service examination and were 
declared competent to fill the positions. So, 
under the rules, the Commissioners declare 
that no other certification of names will be 
made to the Secretary under the original 
requisition, they holding that under the rules 
he is obliged to make a choice among those 
properly certified by the Commissioners and 
to give the man so chosen a fair trial before 
he decides upon his unfitness for the position. 
Meanwhile the Secretary takes high ground 
and declares that he will have competent 


clerks. He says: 

It the Commissioners will send the right kind 
of men I'll appoint them. No one is more will- 
ing than I am to see civil-service principles 
carried out in practice, butif I am to be held 
accountable for the management of my depart- 
ment I must see to it that competent men only 


are employed. , 

It may be that the commission thought 
second-class clerks were good enough for a 
second-class navy, and that clerks who can’t 
spell Mississippi, Louisiana, and Massachu- 
setts, which it must be admitted are tough 
words for a Virginian, are good enough for a 
navy that can’t spell able.“ But this is not 
an excuse for their conduct. There are two 
ways out of the Secretary’s perplexity. He may 
demand that the Civil-Service Commissioners 
themselves be examined as to their fitness for 
office, or he may decide to do without the two 
clerks which he fancies he needs, but does 
not, to help him look after his terrible besoms 
of destruction and avengers of the sea. 


MORRISON'S TARIFF SCHEME. 

Every scheme for a revision involving any 
reduction of the tariff on consumers is al- 
ways regarded from two points of view— 
commercial and political. The commercial 
principle of Col. Morrison’s bill is certainly 
fair and conservative. The modifications 
which may be made during the consideration 
of the measure and the final disposition 
thereof will determine the material advan- 
tages to the people and the political bearing 
upon the status of parties. But the intro- 
duction of the bill alone suffices to bring the 
subject before Congress and the country in 


such a shape that the agitation cannot be 


stifled nor the responsibilities be evaded. 

The groundwork of Col. Morrison’s bill is 
a horizontal reduction with certain limita- 
tions all along the line amounting to 20 per 
cent. It is estimated that the exceptions 
now contemplated ‘will contract the rate of 
reduction on the whole to- the small reduction 
of 17 per cent. If thé list of exceptions be 
extended and enlarged, then it is not possible 
to estimate the proportions, and the move- 
ment may come out as confused and unsatis- 
factory as the revision of the last Congress. 
The conservative character of the bill is well 
illustrated by the circumstance that it con- 
templates no reduction below the rates of the 
Morrill bill of 1861. The rates of that bill 
were fixed in the face of the Civil War, and 
‘due consideration was given to the extraordi- 


founding homesteads on them, then the Su- 


nary necessities of the Government at that 


the Civil-Service act, forbidding the collec- 


minutie.”

garded as ample for the Government revenue 
and fair to the manufacturing interests of the 
country which proposes a schedule of duties 
as high as that adopted at the beginning of 
the War. 

The horizontal method of reduction is jus- 
tified notably by two conditions: (1) The 
distribution of burdens and bounties under 
the existing tariff system has obtained, with 
certain modifications, mainly in favor of the 
protection theogy, for nearly twenty-three 
years; and (2) it was only last year that the 
entire system was revised and remodeled un- 
der the direction of aspecial commission of 
experts which was controlled by the protec- 
tion interests. It is fair to assume, there- 
fore, that the proportion of taxes and bene- 
fits is equitably allotted, and that the ine- 
qualities and discriminations have been cor- 
rected during this long experience. If this 
be true, then the proposition to reduce the 
tariff items in equal proportion is the most 
judicious plan which it would be possible to 
devise, 175 

As to the extent of the proposed reduc- 
tion, it must be admitted to be moderate and 
conservative, since it does not exceed in the 
aggregate the reduction which was actually 


last year. The report of that body announced 
as follows: The average reduction in rates, 
including that from the enlargement of the 
free list and the abolition of duties on charges 
and commissions, at which the commission 
has aimed is not less on the average than 
20 per cent, and it is the opinion of the com- 
mission that the reduction will reach 25 per 
cent.“ That was the promise. The actual 
result, as ascertained from the practical 
operations of the new schedules finally agreed 
upon by Congress, shows an average reduc- 
tion variously estimated from 3}¢ to 5 per 
cent. If the present Congress, then, shall 
make a reduction of 20 per cent it will not 
exceed the reduction proposed by the Tariff 
Commission of last year; and if the Mor- 
rison bill, after allowing for the exceptions, 
makes an average cut of only 17 per cent its 
reductions will still fall short of the commis- 
sion’s intentions. Under these circumstances 
the Morrison bill certainly cannot be regarded 
as radical or aggressive. 

Aside from the partisan and factional efforts 
which will probably be made to prevent the 
passage of any tariff-reduction bill, the great- 
est danger which the Morrison bill is likely 
to encounter is from the concession of cer- 
tain exceptions to the horizontal cut. This 
opens the door to bargains, trades, and in- 
trigues. The bill starts witha few excep- 
tions, but desperate attempts will be made to 
aid to the list. To begin with, for instance, 
the entire silk schedule is omitted from the 
scale of reduction. But the woolen manu- 
factures may claim exemption with almost 
equal propriety. Silk long since ceased to 
be a luxury in which only the rich indulged. 
The farmer’s wife and even the servant-girl 
of today has her silk dress, as well as the 
mistress of the proudest mansion of the land. 
Silk is in as general use among the 
feminine portion of the American people as 
woolen cloth among the masculine portion. 
The duty under the new tariff is 50 per cent 
—a reduction of less than 10 per cent from 
the old tariff, in which the duty ranged from 
50 to 60 per cent. There is no valid reason 
why silk goods should not share the average 
rate of reduction proposed for the other 
schedules, and it is almost certain that the 
exemption of this and a few other articles, as 
proposed in the original bill, will encourage 
the representatives of other interests to strive 
for similar exemptions, and log-rolling and 
trading may easily enlarge the list toa degree 
that would take the vitals out of the bill. 

Col. Morrison und his immediate associates 
in the matter of tariff-réduction have begun. 
their chosen work ¢autiously, but they must 
proceed firmly if they expect to carry it for- 
ward to completion.

No one proposes to forbid 
the roads from making 6 per cent or any 
other reasonable rate of profit from their en- 
terprise. All that is demanded is, that what- 
ever they make they shall make in accord- 
ance with law and right. The whole and

The Wool Tariff. 


Converse has concluded not to ask a vote 
today on his bill restoring the wool tariff. He finds 
after a I canvass of the House that he 
cannot get a two-thirds vote for it, which would be 
necessary for its pa e under a suspension of the 
rules, and, as he believes the bill is growing 
stronger constantly, it is not wise to press it now. 
Mr. Hurd is very much disappointed, as he was 
thirsting for its gore, and Converse says he will 
have all but twenty-two on the Republican side, 
and a good deal of strength on the Democratic, and 
will be able to get a good majority for the bill 
when it can come up in regular order. Converse says 
nearly 3,000,000 men in this country are interested 
in wool, and their interests have been imperiled by 
the tariff legislation of the last Congress. That 
legisiation, he thinks, affects not only the indus- 
trial but the political outlook.— Washington Dis- 


The number of men in the United States who 
depend on wool-growing for a living is not one- 
hundredth part as many as the reporter makes 
Converse eay. The number of large flock- 
masters is comparatively small, and they are 
the ones that are howling about the wool tariff. 
Converse and every other Congressman knows 
very well that more than nine-tenths of the 
farmers who grow sheep have so few that they 
gain much more money by the reduction of the 
tariff on wool and woolen goods than they could 
possibly make out of any possible increase 
in the price of wool resulting from increased 
duty on wool. Most farmers on hilly, rough 
land keep a few sheep to keep down weeds and 
nip the grass in fence-corners and rough spots 
on their farms, and to provide mutton for the 
family. The price of the little wool they market 
is of secondary consideration as compared with 
the price of woolen goods. Where one sheep- 
farmer is benefited by dear wool ten are in- 
jured, for dear wool means dear clothes, and 
only a few have large flocks. Mutton is of far 
more importance than wool to the bulk of 
those who raise sheep. They can make 
much more from the sale of the carcass than 
from that of the wool. In Converse’s district 
there is considerabie rough, hilly land, and there 
are several hundred farmers who have flocks 
of several hundred sheep, and itis on their 
account he is making all the fuss. Ninety per 
cent of the families in his district will be in- 
jured by raising the wool tax on them, and 
more than 90 per cent of the whole people of 
Ohio will be damaged by raising the tax on 
wool on consumers. In this State 99 per cent 
of the people will be hurt by increasing the 
wool tax on them. Their interests are all on 
the side of reducing it and cheapening the cost 
of clothing, which constitutes so large an item 
in the living expenses of every family, poor or 
rich. If there are only twenty-two Republican 
members who will vote against increasing the 
wool tax on their constituents, then there are 
over ninety Kepublican members who will gross- 
ly misrepresent the interests of their constitu- 
ents, and who should be kept at home next fall 
for thus betraying them. 


ENCOURAGED by the feeble and shuffling 
policy of our Secretary of State, it would not 
be at all surprising if the British Parliament 
goes even beyond the suggestion or the English 
agricultural bodies to stop the importation of 
American cattle.

last night's performanee lacked brilliancy and 


expressiveness the orchestra is most to biame. 
The chorus did fairly well, though at times it

loud officiousness seemed a confession on the 
part of some one that careful rehearsals had 
been looked at in the light of a luxury, easily 
dispensed with. Another citeumstance 
helped to increase the tediousness of 
the performance «and prevented the 
opera from being int ting mely:

even if these scenes have but little musical 
interest. Their absence made, to some ex- 
tent, The Puritans” a series of brilliant vocal 
numbers without any apparent dramatic con- 
nection or motive. 

Aside from these points the performance 
contained many highly enjoyable features, and 
the fine work done by the individual artists at 
times electrified the audience. Mme, Gerster 
was the queen of the evening, and recalled her 
triumphs of five years ago in the same role by 
her spirited and most artistic acting and singing. 
The cutting of the opera deprived Mme. Ger- 
ster’s part of Elvira of nearly all the guide- 
posts in its dramatic development, but the re- 
maining torso became quite animated under 
Mme. Gerster’s hands. The portrait of the lov- 
ing girl becoming bereft of reason on account 
of her lover's supposed treachery, as Mme. 
Gerster gave it, was characterized by womanly 
grace as well as by dramatic force, and its vocal 
adornments were simply perfection. Nearly 
every one of her arias was applauded to the 
echo, and at the close of the first act there was 
an enthusiastic call for Mme. Gerster 
before the curtain, behind which she was per- 
mitted to retire only after having beén loaded 
down with magnificent floral offerings. In the 
love soene of the last act her singing was 
especially fine and impressive, and the ease 
with which she trilled on high notes and the 
Clearness of her chromatic scales and other 
rapid runs were simply adYnirable. | 

Mme. Gerster had a well-meaning support in 
Signor Vicini as Arthur. His action lacked in 
manly vigor and decision, and his singing was 
at times more screaming than anything else, 
but he certainly gave the best ne had and dis- 


played quite respectable vocal gifts. He was 


also frequently applauded. Signor Cherubini 
gave a powerful impersonation, as far as 
lungs are concerned, of George, and, 
tugether with Signor Galassi (Richard), 
brought down the house with the celebrated 
duet, “ Suoni la Tramba,"’ the strongest num- 
ber, musically, of the whole piece. The rest 
of the cast was acceptable, but far from strong. 
The opera was fairly well mounted, but the 
stage business was generally poorly done, and 
the whaje performance was characterized by a 
lack of spirit. 


„Romeo and Juliet.“ 

Gounod's Romeo and Juliet vas produced 
for the first time April 27, 1867, at the ThéAatre 
Lyrique in Paris, and achieved a success almost 
equal to that of the same composer's Faust. 
An Italian version of the opera, the score being 
reproduced from the piano score, was given 
here in Chicago as early as Feb. 5, 1869, and 
since that time the Emma Abbott compary bas 
also produced an English version. The pro- 
duction of the opera tonight by the Mapleson 


company will be the first from the 
composer’s original and as Mme. 
Patti will sing the liet, a part in 


which she has been more successful than in 
Marguerite or Valentine, her two favorit parts, 
the performance is sure to be of great interest. 

The opera, which 1s the twelfth musical work 
founded on theoShaksperian original, follows 
pretty closely the great drama. Only one 
character, a page, has been added, but the 
opera contains a wedding-feast placed before 
the scene in the death vault, and makes Julia 
awaken before Romeo has died, affording them 
an opportunity for a final duet. Like 
Shakspeare’s drama, Gounod’s opera is 
teally nothing but a love duet, which 
is divided into four. principal parts: the first 
meeting at the ball, the balcony sene, the fare- 
well, and the last meeting in the embrace of 
death. The prevailing and all-overshadawing 
sentiment of the opera being love, the work is 
in its entirety a little monotonous, but after all 
so full of beautifull details that its weaknesses 
are wiilingly overlooked. While the garden 
soene in Faust is perhaps worth more than 
the entire Romeo and Juliet,” the latter is 
still as highly praised by many as Faust,” and 
no doubt exists as to its great artistic 
value. It is full of fine musical scenes; 
picturesque and overflowing with a deep senti- 
ment which originates in the composer’s enthu- 
siasm for his subject. Of Pattias Juliet Dr. 
Ed Hanslick wrote about five years ago: 


As Juliet Patti has a great advantage over 
most singers essaying this part. Her appearance 
is wonderfully well suited to the pari. But the 
greatest advantage is her singing. Her rendition 
of the wa)tz aria in the first act is in itself miracu- 
lous—perfect vocalism, coupled with the most re- 
fined , taste the loveliest naturalness.

THE PANIC AT VIENNA. . 
ANARCHIST PLOTS AGAINST THE LIVES OF 
PROMINENT PEOPLE. 


-‘Vienma, Feb. 4.—[Special Cable Dispatch to 
The Chicago Tribune. }—Since the revolution of 
1848 Vienna has never passed through such a 
crisis of anxiety and alarm. The Government 


is in possession of what it believes to be most 


trustworthy evidence ofa plot to assasinate 
the Emperor. The dynamite cartridges found 
in the opera-house are exactly similar to those 
found near the body of Detective Bloch and in 
the murdered money-changer’s office. A large 
quantity of dynamite was recently ordered at a 
Presburg dynamite factory for the Arlberg 
tunnel. The dynamite was sent by the Weth- 


bahn Railroad, but on its arrival at the 


station in Vienna one large case weighing 150 
kilograms was missing. The police made a 
thorough search for it, but in vain. Saturday 
night eight battalions of infantry stood in their 
barracks under arms, prepared for an im 

diate movement. During the whole night no 


‘Officer was allowed to leave the barracks, even 


fora moment. Ball cartridges had been dis- 
tributed to the troops. A regiment of cavalry 
was also held in readiness during the night and 
their horses were saddled. The Government 
considers the situation most critical. Peaceful 
citizens are in constant dread of the terrible and 
detested extremes—the police on the one hand 
and the Anarchists on the other. 

Among the list of persons proseribed for sen- 
tence to death by the Anarchists are the Em- 
peror and Empress, the Crown Prince Rudolph, 
the Crown Princess Stephanie, Baron Roth- 
schild, all the editors of the Neue Freie Presse 
and the Wiener Tagblatt, Prefect-of-Police 
Koticka, Commissary-of-Police Frankel, minis- 
ters, bankers, and Deputies, many of whom 
belong to the Liberal party, and many mer- 
chants. The police, on the other hand, have 
put on their black-list many names of Liberals 
who are in no way connected with Socialism, and 
then many who are also on the proscribed-list 
of the Anarchists. During tke last few days 
240,000 florins have been stolen from the post- 
office of Pesth and 18,000 florins in Vienna. 
Private letters are now opened by the police at 
the post-office, and a constant search for 
dynamite cartridges is being made. The Em- 
peror, the police, and all the public buildings are 
guarded, and the newspapers are not allowed 
to publish anything about the Anarchists un- 
less it has been previously submitted to the 


police. |

THE PARNELL CONFERENCE. 

Desiim, Feb. 4.—At the Parnell conference 
this morning nineteen members of Parliament 
were present. Edmund Dwyer Gray, member 
from Carlow County, presided. John E. Red- 
mond and Edward Shiel were appointed wWwhips“ 
for the Irish party. It was decided to oppose 
the London Municipal bill unless a similar bil 
for Dublin was introduced. The session was 
held with closed doors. It was decided to in-

BARNUM’S WHITE ELEPHANT. 


Safe Arrival of the sacred Animal in 
London—How He Looks and Acts. 
Lompos, Feb. 4.—{Daily News.|—The quad- 


-ruped whose movements have of late attracted 


so much attention is at last safely housed in the 
spacious apartment formerly occupied by the 
Indian elephant at the Zodlogica! Gardens. The 
sacred animal from Burmah is in London, and 
last night the cables were flashing special mes- 
sages under the Atlantic to apprise the Ameri- 
can people that, so far, his pilgrimage is accom- 
plished. Anxious inquirers .may be assured 
that to the present moment the elephant's 
health is good. Fears were entertained towards 
evening yesterday that he was developing de- 
cided symptéms of cold in the left eye, but Mr. 
Bartlett, the able chief of. the Zodiogical Gar- 
dens, whose experience of elephants is large, 
and Mr. Tegetmier, whose old medical training 
was now of great service, beld grave eonsulta- 
tions, and were able at length to allay ail alarm 
by pronouncing that there was no need for im- 
mediate apprehension: When the men of 
science, artists, and journalists who had been 
waiting Toung’s arrival in Liverpool since Mon- 
day repaired at 8 o'clock morning 
to the ship they found tbe house on 
deck in process of demolition. Toung 
had been built in, and had to be 


released in that fashion. The elephant sur- 


veyed the scene with true Oriental calmness; 
and, although the statement may dim his rising 
popularity, truth oompels us to aver at once 
that throughout he has behaved himself with 
the beautiful docility of a well-trained child. 
Though for an Indian elephant armed with a 
really splendid pair of tusks, he never offered 
to spike a British sailor. It cannot be denied 
therefore that in temper Toung is far behind 
Jumbo. As a matter of fact, the elephant 
went ashore with steady obedience, having 
first, after his kind, sagaciously satisfied bim- 
self of the solidity of the planking. The Bur- 
mese mahout had, while on deck, mounted him 
in the orthodox style, and he walked up 
the stage, across the dock, through the 
streets to the truck in waiting at the railway- 
goods shed, and then into it, with perfect un- 


concern. The assembled working people 
cheered lustily. but there was no ular 
crowd, as on previous days. At the Liverpool 


Station, and again at Crewe and Rugby, the 
populace gathered in force and eagerness to 
gaze at the closed truck in which Toung trav- 
eled. Toung, as a matter of precaution, was 
shackled by the fore feet, but this was not 
from fear of violence.

A SUPPOSED MURDERER STRUNG UP. 

New Lexineoron, O., Feb. 4.—[Special.]—Last 
night about 7 o’clock there was enacted in the 
Town of Rendville, on the Ohio Central 
Ro ilroad, about ten miles south of this 
place, a fearful tragedy. Some time Satur 
day night Peter Clifford, of Corning, a brake- 
man on the Ohio Central Railroad, was called 
to the door of his dwelling and shot, dying 
in a few minutes. The report § is 
that he lived long enough to 
tell who it was that fired the fatal shot. Rich- 
ard Hickey and son, proprietors of a saloon 
and low dive in Rerndville, were arrested and 
taken before a magistrate of that town for a 
preliminary bearing. 

While the examination was in progresstwelve 
masked men walked up the railroad track from 
Corning to Rendville, a distance of about two 
miles, went to the magistrate’s office, forcibly. 
entered and took charge of the accused, but a 
rope around the neck of the younger man, 


strung him up, and asked him to 
confess. He said he did not 
kil Clifford, but that his father 


was the guilty one. The elder Hickey was then 
drawn up twice and let down, each time the 
maskers command him to confess, but éach 
time he protested his innocence. He was 
drawn up the third time and his body dangied 
in the air until life was extinct, when the 
maskers moved quietly off in the direction of 
Corning.

A Pusillanimous Position—Robbing 
and Not Ruling—Making a Sorry 
Mess of It.

Times.|—There is no fresh news from Khar- 

toum. It is impossible to deny that the situa- 


south of the proposed frontier exceeds 43,000. 
There would be immense difficulty in trans- 
porting this body of men, with the 
civil population. And apart from the 
danger to life and property—which is, perhaps, 
less serious than that involved by any attempt 
at defense—the new Ministry has to face an 
enormous expenditure upon the operations, 


which, however economical it may be, requires 


the immediate disposal of large funds. 

In face of such a fact it is advisabie again to 
appeal to the British Government, which alone 
is capabie, at an almost nominal cost to itself, 
of granting the sole remedy. Examine the 
question in any way we choose, the most fer- 
tile brain can suggest no project not check- 
mated by the insuperable obstacles of the 
absence of cash, credit, and governing 
power, all which difficulties originate in one 
source—namely: the refusal of the British 
Government to recognize the facts, face the 
situation, and admit its responsibilities. At 
this moment we hold in Egypt a more absolute 
power than we possess in india, but because we 
are afraid to admit the fact—because we think 
that by puerile equivocation of titles we 
shall disguise it—we fail to exercise that power, 
we excite contempt instead of respect, we area 
burden instead of a relief to the fellah. To 
maintain a show of consistency we have native 
Ministers costing £15,000 yearly, whose duties 
are purely nominal. To make Englishmen 
actual Ministers we call them Under-Secretaries. 
To effect this we have to dispossess Frenchmen, 
but out of regard to French prejudices we grant 
them large retiring pensions and appoint other 
Frenchmen as Assistant Under-Secretaries, who 
in turn require pensions. 

With a similar object Cabinet Ministers peri- 
odically announce that the troops will be with- 
drawn, thereby effectually precluding any 
Egyptian of ordinary inteltigence from cordial- 
ly supporting the Administration. To maintain 
asimilar fiction—that the Soudan was beyond 


the sphere of our operations—we interposed no 


veto to prevent an expedition costing 11,000 
lives, though when it was doubtful whether 
it was not too late to save another 11,000 we 
gave advice which six months ago would have 
saved a million sterling. 

We similarly offered. but did not insist upon 
the acceptance of medical assistance till the 
cholera swept off 30,000 persons, and then 
at immense cost we sent assistance when it was 
too late.

A DIAMOND-THIEF. 


Arrest of Leon Cronson in Chicago 
His Return to New York, His Con- 
~ fLfeasion, and His Crime. 

A tall, genteel-looking man, apparently about 
35 years old, was taken from a cell at the 
armory last Saturaay and sent to New York in 
charge of a detective from that city. The 
prisoner was Leon Cronson, for a long time em- 
ployed as a traveling salesman for Goldsmith 
& Kahn, diamond brokers in New York. Cron- 
son came West afew weeks ago with nearly 
$40,000 worth of diamonds in his trunk. He 
sold about $8,000, remitted the money, and then 
mysteriously disappeared. He was ultimately 
traced to Chicago—it is alleged that a false 
friend gave him away”’—and two New York 
detectives came on here and effected his 
and recovered about $1,500 worth of the miss- 
ing diamonds. Where Cronson had concealed 
them the officers would not state. As is usual 
in such cases a woman is said to have been the 
cause of Cronson’s unfaithfulness. 

New York, Feb. 4.—Leon Cronson, the dia- 
mond salesman who stole $380,000 worth of 
diamonds from his employers, Goldsmith & 
Kahn, arrived today from Chicago. He madea 
full confession, in ich: he stated that he 
pawned $10,000 fgems in the office of 
Joseph Schwatz, of Kansas City, and received 
$400 of the $2,000 promised. He says he placed 
the remaining jewels in the hands of a friend 
in Chicago named Julius Edwin, who, instead 
of placing them in a safe-deposit company, as 
directed by Cronson, sold some of them and 
sent others to his sisters in South Bend, Ind. 
The remainder were recovered in various ex- 
press offices, where they had been sent by 
Edwin. Nearly all the stolen jewels have been 
recovered. 

[Leon Cronson had been in the employ of Gold- 
smith 4 Kahn for a considerable time in the ca- 
pacity of traveling salesman. During the latter 
part of October, 1883, he started West with a con- 
siderable stock of diamonds in his possession. 
His first stopping-place was Albany, N. Y., whence 
he wrote, suying that he had been unusually suc- 
cessful in disposing of his goods. He asked for 
and received a consignment of $5,000 worth of un- 
set diamonds, the tirm atthe same time requesting 
him to remit on account of what he had already 
sold. He wrote in reply hat he was at present 
unable to make any remittances, as most of the 
goods hud been sold on time, but that he would 
remit as fast as he could make collections. 
From Albany he went to Cleveland, Toledo, De- 
troit, Chicago, Milwaukee. and back to Chicago. 
where he again wrote to the firm. All this time he 
was being followed by letters from his employers 
urging him to make remittances. From Chicago he 
went to St. Paul, Council Bluffs, Minneapolis. Lin- 
cola, St. Joseph, Atchison, and Kansas City. A 
letter dated Lincoln, Neb., Dec. 11, was received 
from him, and another from Kansas City, undated, 
but apparently written a few days later. At Kan- 
sas City his trail was lost until he was unearthed 
in Chicago afew days ago. Cronson is a native of 
Poland, and is about 30 years of age. He was 
brought up in Beriin, and is excellently educated, 
speaking five or six languages’ fluently. He has

BOOSTING PROVISIONS. 

The Principal Business on the Board 

Just Now—Points from the Pits. 
Yesterday was a continuation of the bull 
reign on Change, although the ‘advantage 
gained was slight, except in provisions, in which 
the boom continued. Speculative transactions 
were moderately large, and, except a fair num- 
ber of New York orders, were on account of 
the local crowd. 
In the provision pit the largest crowd as- 
gembled at the opening, and offered but a feeble 
resistance to the combination of packers who 
at once began bidding up prices. Armour 
and gee a were at first the principal buyers, 
each purchasing very large amounts. When, 
later on, an advance of 20 cents was marked, a 
heavy selling movement was led by Singer, 
Jones, and Ream, who sold 60,000 barrels— 
mostly all of it long stuff bought Saturday. No 
effect on prices was perceptible, and, with 
heavy trading, prices soared upward nearly 50 
cents, May pork closing at $17.45. The chief 
feature was the premium of May over June. 
This induced considerable straddling. 
Wheat sold up about one-half cent at the open- 
ing on the strength of a little purchasing by the 
bull scalpers. An interval of comparative 
quiet then succeeded, when Armour’s brokers 
entered the pit as purchasers and immediately 
the crowd gathered, and trading awoke into 
animation. Prices rose to 90% for May—an ad- 
vance of about one-half cent—without any feat- 
ure being developed or the great operators be- 
ing drawn out. The leaders who were present 
traded chiefly as scalpers. Lester and haw 
were heavy sellers, the former dispos of 
500,000 bushels at one time. A good deal of 
weather talk, and telegraphing, and prognosti- 
cations regarding the new crop, etc., were in- 
duiged in by the general crowd, including 
many. recent bears, but there was an evident 
disposition not to deal deeply. 

Corn and oats were dull but firm, and dis- 
played no features. A report was started that 
the receipts of the former would be augmented 
by several thousand cars to be brought in by a 
combination.

COUNTY LEGISLATORS. 
SEIPP’S QUARTERLY SHOWING—PAUPER BODIES 

AT THE DISPOSAL OF THE CORONER AND 

HOSPITAL WARDEN—CITY AND COUNTY AMEN- 

ITIES. 

The County Board met yesterday. County- 
Treasurer Seipp’s quarterly report showed ex- 
penditures on behalf of the general fund 
amounting to $498,040, and a cash balance be- 
longing to this fund of $25,447, against out- 
standing orders amounting to $23,808. The 


fund and $24,573 in the Hospital Building fund. 
County-Attorney Bliss sent in an opinion on 
the much-mooted question whether the County 
Board has any right to deny the bodies of pau- 
pers, ete., to the medical colleges. The opin- 
ion holds that the County Board has no juris- 
diction whatever in the matter, the iaw leaving 
it discretionary with the Warden of the 
poor-house or the Coroner to deliver the un- 
claimed dead to the medical colleges. A reso- 
lution of the County Board forbidding the de- 
livery of bodies from the poor-house or by the 
Coroner to medical colleges would have no 
weight whatever. The opinion was ordered 
printed after a short discussion of the ques- 
tion, during which Mr. Mattocks asserted that 
any Warden in the employ of the County Board 
would be discharged in case he made use of his 
authority to deliver dead bodies to medical 
colleges, 
Commissioner Kichm movea that the Com- 
mittee on Jail and Criminal Courts ascertain 
the amount of appellants’ fees due the Clerk of 
the Criminal Court from the City of Chicago in 
quasi-criminal cases, and that such amounts be 
deducted from the water bills and bills for 
board ot prisoners at the bridewell 
presented by the city. Mr. Klehm 
made a long speech in support of his motfon, 
censuring the City Council for refusing free 
water to the hospital and jail, as both institu- 
tions were harboring only very few people who

IT HAS BEEN IN A SUIT IN WHICH THE NORTH- 
WESTERN NATIONAL IS INTERESTED—AN AP- 
PEAL. 


In the case of the Northwestern National 
Bank of Chicago vs. The Estate of William 
Hickling, deceased, on trial before Judge 
Knickerbocker yesterday—the piaintiff asking 
judgment for $4,992—the court found for the 
defendant. The facts in the case are about as 
follows: In February, 1880, William Hickling, 
who resided in Chicago, had a demand of ‘some 
nature against B. F. Allen, of Leadville, Colo., 
amounting to 810.000 or $12,000, and which he 
sought to recover in court at Leadville, and to 
that end sent Albion. Cate, an attorney, to 
Leadville. The latter instituted proceedings 
against Allen by attachment, in which proceed- 
ing it was necessary to give a bond for $24,000 
with security resident at Leadville. Cate tele- 
graphed to A. E. Walker, Hickling’s agent, to 
have $24,000 security deposited with a bank 
in Chicago and have such bank telegraph the 
Bank of Leadville to furnish bond for Hick- 
ling at that point. Walker made such 
application to the Northwestern Na- 
tional Bank for Hickling for this purpose, 
and finally secured the amount by giving a 
romissory note, a bond of indemnity for 
,000 being given them in return. The North- 
western National Bank tel hed the Lead- 
ville bank to furnish the bond. It is claimed 
by the plaintiff that for furnishing this security 
for Hickling it was agreed they were to receive 
interest on the note at 6 per cent per annum 
from March, 1880, until the bond was released. 
The claim is made for interest from that date 
until August, 1883. The court stated that b 
the evidence he found that the elaimant h 
not complied with its agreement made with 
Hickling by his agent, Walker, and that no 
money was really ever placed to Hickling’s 
credit on account of the note, nor was the note 
discounted.

LET WELL ENOUGH ALONE. 
THE CHICAGO PENSIONERS SATISFIED WITH THE 

PRESENT SYSTEM OF DRAWING THEIR MONEY 

AND VIGOROUSLY OPPOSED TO ANY CHANGE. 

A muss-meeting of the pensioners resident in 
the city was held last evening at the Sherman 
House to protest against the proposed change 
in the payment of pensions now under consid- 
eration by the House Committee on Appropria- 
tions. Recorder Brockway was made Chairman 
and Col. Connor Secretary. Letters were read 
from a number who were unable to attend, 
protesting against the change and urging de- 
cided action in that direction. 

Col. E. D. Swain, Gen. A. M. Stout, and W. H. 
Wilder were appointed a committee to draft 
resolutions, and reported the following, which 
were unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, It has been announced that there is 
now before the Appropriation Committee of the 
House of Representatives a bill to abolish all pen- 
sion agencies, and which provides for the payment 
of all pension claims through the Treasury De- 
partment at Washington directly to pensioners; 


and, 

WHEREAS, Said bill, should it become a law, 
would very much delay the prompt payment of 
— thereby working a great injustice and 

ardship to many needy and destitute pensioners 
who depend largely for their temporal comfort on 
— prompt adjustment of these righteous claims; 


WHEREAS, Experience justifies the belief that 
the present admirable system of paying pensions is 
the best and most satisfactory method that could 
be adopted by the Government; therefore, 
Resolved, By the pensioners of the ‘City of Chi- 
cago and vicinity in mass-meeting assembled, that 
we are most strongly Opposed to any change or any 
action that will interfere with the present practical 
and honest method through which pensioners are 


now paid. 

That the Senators and Representatives 
in Congress from this State be requested to use 
their best efforts to prevent the passage of the bill 
herein referred to, and that an attested copy of 
these resolutions be furnished the Senators and the 
several members of the State as an expression of 
our views on this (to us) important subject. 

It was also decided to send a copy of the 
resolutions to Commissioner-of-Pensions Dud- 
ley, and a vote of thanks was extended to him 
for his timely letter on the subject. After a

ONE OF THE FIFTY COUNTS

THE WIRES TO GO UNDERGROUND. 
| THE CITY TO START THE GREAT REFORM WITH 
THE POLICE AND FIRE ALARM TELEGRAPH 
AN EARLY DAY. 
The City Electrician, Prof. John Barrett, has 
recently returned from the East, where he has 


been examining the underground system of 
wires used in New York and Boston for the tele- 
graphic business of those cities. He became so 
thoroughly convinced of the practicability of 
such a system that he ordered forty miles of 
insulated wire for this city, and will soon 
begin to lay underground wires into the new 
City-Hall. The new system will only embrace 
the city fire and police alarms, and cannot at 
first be complete throughout thecity. A start 
will be made by expending about $10,000, and the 
system will be gradually enlarged upon as the 
city’s means will admit. The first wires to be 
laid underground will extend on the West Side 
to Washington and Clinton streets, on the 
North Side to Ohio and La Salle streets, and on 
the South Side to different points— Randolph 
and State streets and Clark and Madison. Prof. 
Barrett is of the opinion that placing the wires 
underground will be of great advantage to the 
city in many ways, and will bé the entering 
wedge for placing all the wires underground.

AT THE WOOD-PILE. 

MORE APPLICANTS THAN WOOD—TALKS WITH 
THE HUNGRY ONES—SALE OF THE PRODUCT. 
The * Provident Wood-Yard” established by 

the Charity Organization Society was opened 

yesterday morning, the Superintendent being 

W. H. McLaughlin. It is located on the corner 

of North Clark and Maple streets, and occupies 

a space of eighty-four by eighty-four feet, 

which is inclosed by a high board fence. In 

the northeast corner is an office, fifteen by 
fifteen teet, heated, and, extending the length 
of the Maple street front, a shed in which the 
work is done. The latter is large enough to 


choppers, but if the anticipations of the mana- 
gers are realized another shed will be con- 
structed, so that at least forty men can be em- 
ployed at one time. ; 

The yard was opened at 7 o’clock in the 
morning, and at that hour there were about a 
dozen men waiting to go to work, and at inter- 
vals during the day others made their appear- 
ance, about 150 in allapplying. Arrangements 
had been made to have five cords of slabs to 
begin on, but only two cords were delivered. 
Consequently very few of the men were able to 
earn a meal or lodging during the morning. 
But the other thre® cords arrived about noon, 
and some of the men who had been waiting got 
ajob. The greater number, of course, had to 
be turned away, as there were enough to con- 
vert twenty or thirty cords into kindling. 

There were afew old and middle-aged men 
among the applicants, but the majority were 
under 35—some of them less than 20 years old. 
As a rule they were comfortably dressed, some 
heaving overcoats, and appeared to be what 
they claimed—men willmg to work but unable 
to find anything todo. A TRIBUNE re er 
talked with quite a number, and they all told 
similar stories.

WHERE IS THE GOLD? 
MAINLY IN THE BANK VAULTS AND THE 


BTOCKING SAVINGS-BANKS, 


„Why is gold so scarce as a circulating medi- 
um?” is a question which many persons have 
been asking of late. It is noticed that the 
banks do not give out as much gold as former- 
ly; that large concerns pay their employés in 
notes instead of gold, and that paper and silver 
have generally usurped the place of the yellow 
metal. To the question. Where is our gold 
going? propounded: yesterday to several 
bankers and exchange merchants, Various an- 
swers were returned. 

“Gold is going out of circulation,” said a 

minent banker, because no one wants to 

le it. It is cheaper for us to get notes than 

gold from New York—that is, the cost of trans- 
portation is less. Moreover, there is always 
loss by friction in handling gold, but the latter 
motive figures comparatively little in keeping 
it out of circulation. The answer to your ques- 
tion is that people want to avoid the trouble of 
handling gold, and are continually pushing it 
out of circulation. To country banks and oth- 
er customers of ours we always prefer to give 
gold, so as to get rid of it, but we find a gener- 
al repugnance to accepting it.“ 

Where is the gold?“ said the Cashier of one 
“Why, itis locked up 
in the bank vaults of the city. That's where 
the greater amount. has gone. Then there is 
considerable gold sent to the Sub-Treasury in 
exchange for certificates, and finally the me- 
chanics and others who are saving money 
fer gold to anything else. 
many have lost faith in savings institutions 
since the time of the panic, and they

THE TROUBLES OF THE COMMERCIAL LINE LIB-

Charles Ensign,the principal owner of the 
Commercial Line of steamers when he died, left 
an estate supposed to be worth $600,000 to his 
daughter May, making his sister residuary 
legatee. It has since turned out that this es- 
tate, together with that of George W. Holt, 
Ensigu's uncle, who was with him in business, 
is subject to a $617,000 judgment in favor of 
Mrs. Hamilton. Holt, as executor of Ensign’s 
estate, gave the mortgage to Beckwith in April 
last, and the Hamilton judgment was not re- 
covered until July following. The Judge held 
Holt had ample authority under Ensign’s will 
to make the mortgage. If, however, Beckwith 
knew when the mortgage was given that the 
Commercial Line was insolvent there might be 
a question as to its validity, and he would not 
grant any injunction, but require Danforth to 
pay $10,000 into court as security and have the 
steamer released.
